This Commimication is supplemental to the Response filed May 29, 2003. 

The Office Action mailed December 30, 2002, contained an assertion that "the only 
examples taught in the instant specification do not involve protection of human against infection 
with M. tuberculosis, but only laboratory animals, i.e. guinea pigs, mice, and monkeys, which are 
not hosts for normal infection with M.tb." Office Action at 7. 
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The Examiner's attention is respectfully directed to the docximent set forth on the 
accompanying form PTO-1449. Walsh et al, describes the use of the Philippine cynomolgus 
monkey as an excellent model of chronic TB. When challenged with moderate or low doses df 
M. tuberculosis^ the Philippine cynomolgus monkeys developed a chronic, slowly progressive 
and localized form of pulmonary TB which closesly resembles TB in humans clinically, 
immimologically, and pathologically. Additionally, a significant number of challenged monkeys 
developed the infection in a subclinical state, which corresponds to the large percentage of 
hximans who when exposed to TB contain the infection and do not develop overt disease. 

Hence, Walsh et al, demonstrate that monkeys are an ideal model for tuberculosis 
infection in humans.
